'J'liey saved 
410 people, working night and day 
with personal peril amid floating ice, 
and deserve the heartfelt thanks they 
get. Probably not over six_ lives have 
been lost by the flood and the great dis- 
aster is shorn of tho horrors of great 
loss of life by tho heroic efforts of citi- 
zen.s.

Jewish petition was sent to Bismarck 
yesterday. It consists of twenty-six 
volumes, coin[)rising 14,000 slieets,with 
255,000 signatures, includinsr those of 
noblemen, retired generals and officials. 

Berlin, April 14. — Vereman, of tho 
Hamburg senate, has arrived to com- 
mence negotiations with the minister 
of finance with regard to inclusion of 
Hamburg in tho zollverin. 

Bombay, April 1.1 — Candaluir was 
evacuated to-day. Pishton Wall is not 
bo abandoned. : i 

London, April 13. — It is beliovod 
that news has been received from the 
east justifying a ho[)o cjf peaceful set- 
tlement. Goschun, ambassador to Tur- 
key, will return to England the present 
month, Dufferin proceeding to Constan- 
tinople to take up the thread of nego- 
tiations where Goschen left them. 

Berlin, April 13. — The Greek min- 
ister hero has formally announced that 
his government has notified representa- 
tives of the powers at Athens of its ac- 
ceptance of tho Turkish proposals touch- 
ing the frontier, conditionally upoi\ the 
powers guaranteeing loyal surrender of 
the ceded territory. Greece at the same 
time commends the Greek population 
remaining under Turkish rule to equit- 
able considerations. 

NORTH AFRICA. 
TfNis, April 11. — There is a great 
change in tho bey's disposition towards 
FVancp. He seems now disposed to 
cooperate with the French against 
Keroumers. This is believed to be the 
result of the withdrawal of the' Italian 
support. If HO the expedition loses 
much of its gravity. 

Tho Tunis consuls havo met and will 
remind the bey that he is bound to 
maintain and answer for public security. 
The general impression resulting from 
the confei'cnce of the consuls is that the 
safety of Euiopoans will not be serious- 
ly thrcaleued. 

Oon,stantinoi'LE, April 13. — The 
porto has addressed a circular to the 
powers expressing hojie that measures 
taken by Eranco in Algeria will be lim- 
ited to defence of her own frontier, and 
declaring that tho bey will re-establish 
order and prevent renewal of incursions 
of tribes. 

The porte in reply to tho appeal of 
the bey of Tunis for its protection ad- 
vised him to restore order on the front- 
ier and thereby remove any pretext for 
French action. Should necessity arise 
tho porto would feel bound to protect 
its rights as Suzerain. 

Cnio, April 13. — Tho latest returns 
rate 8000 persons killed and 10,000 in- 
jured by the earthquakes.

WITH TIIEELECTRJC LIGHT. 

The most recent notaLln evuut in 
London has hecn the illuinrnutiou of 
the lousiness quarter of the city with 
the .elflctric lisht, which was accoin- 
pliEhsd on the 3rc3 inst. Hitherto (he 
electric light hus been usnd, as ou the 
Thames Embankment and Waterloo 
IBridgeiiinrcQnjunction with gas; but 
in the city the thoroughfares selected 
are to be lighted by electricity siloiie. 
The Embankment lights are i)ut out 
and gas lamps lighted at ten in the 
evening; in the city the gas will not 
be used at all, the electric lighting be- 
ing continued all night. The first dis- 
trict begins with Blackfriars bridge, 
and extends along Bridge .s;roet, Lud- 
gato Hill, the north sidi- of St. 
Paul's Churchyard, and down Cheap 
side as far as King street. At iving 
street tho Siemens system will begin, 
and will extend along the rest of • .'heap- 
side, the Poultry, jMansion House 
street. King William street and Ade- 
laide place, and across London bridge. 
The same system will be extended down 
King street. Queen street and jNlansion 
sion House street. The wholu length 
of streets covered by the Siemens light 
will bo 1,521 yards. Another district 
to the south o£ thcso will be lighted by 
the Jablocukoff lamps, light like the 
Embankment. It will include South- 
wark bridge. Queen Victoria street, a 
distance of 1,703 yurdw. The experi- 
ment is to bo continued for a year, iit 
an outlay of £0,000. There is a cur- 
ious difference in the three systems. 
The Siemens system, for which the 
lofty lamp posts are now being erected 
near the Mansion House, has tho smal- 
lest district, but will cost for the year 
i.'3,720, the Jablochkokk, which has a 
somewhat larger space to cover, is to do 
it for ^£2,930, while the BRvan, which 
covers more space than tho first and 
rather less than the second, is to cost 
only £1,410. On tho 3rd inst. the 
Brush company had 32 lights, replac- 
ing 1C2 gas lamps. Sif.men.s had G great 
lamps hoisted on tall ])oles, and 2S 
small lights. The streets seemed like 
day. One could easily read newspapers 
in any part. The outlines of the groat 
public buildings about the Bank of 
England were brought out with strong 
effect. The whole experiment is to be 
tried under conditions which will afford 
a fair tost of the three .systems ; but to 
make the comparison with gas at all 
{air an equal area should be lighted 
with the shadowless burners, so that 
the amount of light got from the gas 
may be as nearly as pos.sible tlie same 
as that which will be given by the elec- 
tric lights.

Ex- 
perts were left at tho Takou camp where 
more than two hundred men are congregat- 
ed at present. The mine is located about 
til 160 miles from the anchorage at a con- 
.lidoniblo elevation, the whole side of the 
mountain being still under snow. Near 
the water, however, the snow has long 
uince disappeared and vegetation is nearly 
as far advanced as on the east coast 
iif this Island. Prospecting in favn- 
nest will not commence till t!io 
spring is further advanced on the moun- 
tain*, ao that tbo bed can bo traced and 
its extent defined. There seems to bo no 
two opinions among experts as to the 
richness of the rock in both gold and sil- 
ver, the former being clearly visible all 
through it. It is supposed that those two 
precious metals exist in about equal pro- 
portions ; but the crucial test that will be 
given the ore in San Francisco shortly 
will settle the point ao far as value is con- 
cerned. By that time probably it will ho 
ascertained whether the ore is limit- 
ed in quantity or otherwise. 

At Sitka and Wrangel everything is re- 
markably quiet, more so than tor a long 
time past. There is but little doing at 
either of those places, but much is expect- 
ed from Tnliou'. 

The trip all the way to Takou, nearly 
up to 59° North, was a pleasant and agree- 
able one. The Grappler was met on Sat- 
urday night entering Quocn Charlotte 
Sound.

TliL^Very day after 1 
got hcic I went tn the creeks and tlic 
luountaius tu iuijpcct clio new El Dorado 
for myself. Of placer diggings there is 
nothing hero that will pay two dollars per 
day, and of quartz lodes, if they are 
such, nothing more is known about them 
than you ai ready know. No work has 
been done upon thoni, in fact most of 
them are buried many feet in .snow. 

That there is some rich quart/, hero is 
undoubted. I saw the result of tlio 
crushing of one-half a pouiul of roik- 
recently, turn out §2{> in gold and a.ssa)'.s 
of soma give returns equal to $112,000 
per ton. Of course- if there is much of' 
this the camp will bu an El dorado indeed. 
^Yhethor tlieso croppings and rich bould- 
ers are merely "blow-outs" or are supple- 
mented by veins and lodes, equally', or 
even one-half as rich, is yet an unkhown 
problem, for upon none of the lodges or 
veins so far has n shaft or tunnel baon 
sank or run a single foot. It is a great 
neighborhood for quartz veins and stran- 
gers aro to bo found by the dozen, I 
might almost say score, on every hill aide. 
I have found and located several myself, 
w-ith mineral enough of some sort in'them 
but not the yellow metal wo aro all look- 
ing so dilligently for. 

I think the excitement about this place 
iiaa occurred about a year too early. Jt 
will bo some months, prob.ably years, be- 
fore much is or can be known of the per- 
manent value of Harris' or any other lo- 
cations. I believe there aro parties here 
representing San Fnmcisco and Now York 
capitalists, who propose al'tor thu Harris 
location sliall liavu buou tunnoUid orsuiilc 
upon suflicienily in tost it, to construct a 
mill, itc. Of ciuirao all this prospecting 
will take money and time. In the mean- 
time there is nothing doing in mining. 
Jos. O'Hara and myself did the firat min- 
ing on Gold Creek last week. Wo fixed 
up a rocker we borrowed and rocked a 
little; but our prospects so far would not 
pay. Wo will try it again this week and 
may be able to toll Ijotter whether there 
is such a thing as iilacor diggings or not. 
A town — Rockwell by name — has been 
located at the head of navigable water on 
Stovona' Pass.age, a beautiful landlocked 
arm of water with fine anchor- 
agu and gooii water ior vesaeis of any 
size. Quito a number of buildings havo 
been erected and more are still going up, 
Cabins, stores and warehouses of .all kinds 
and sizes, of logs and of lumber; but who 
is to occupy tlioin and when they may 
bo occupied is a problem unanswerable at 
the present time. I hope they may be 
occupied soon, but I havo some doubts 
about it. It is wonderful to find that a 
few men who came; horo- last fall' and 
through the winter, 6'fBcers and'sailors of 
the U. S. S. Jamostown among others, 
have gobbled up so many locations on the 
hills and streams hero that are suppcsod 
to be auriferous. ■ Those, together with 
Harris, his partner' Joe Juno, Piltz and 
Fuller of Sitka.and some others, havo lo- 
catedimnjiy acres.of placer diggings, and 
soino scoi*eB of hills supposed to oontain 
quartz. Little will bo done on most of 
thoni, I fancy, as I don't think many of 
tiiom will pay to prospect. 

This is not the place for anyone at [no- 
sent who may havo to depend upon labor. 
There is no money at all in circulation 
and no work to do for money. What it 
may be shortly I will not pretend to say. 
The snow is quite deep on the mountains 
and the ground frozen, which makes pros- 
pecting difficult and traveling worse. Tlio 
.veatlier for the last weak has been tine, 
clear ami quite cold anil frosty at iiiglits, 
and while this weather continues tho 
snow goes slowly, There are quite a 
number of old faces here of Cariboo and 
Cassiar: Sago J\[illor and Dick Willough- 
by, both, in their opinion, prospective 
millionaires; Nat. Hilton, Dan. Foster, 
Horsford, O'H.ira, Hugh Campbell, John 
Dix, Morris, Orton, Hough and scores of 
others, probably In all about 250 white 
men and as many more ludians.
